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Health  Officer's  Report 


To   the   Board   of   Selectmen: 

Sirs:  In  conformity  with  the  law  I  hereby  present  my  annual 
report. 

During  the  year  there  were  reported,  one  case  of  Diphtheria,  im- 
ported from  New  York;  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  imported  from 
Bridgeport;  two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Consumption,  one  of  which 
came  from  out  of  the  state  and  died  in  a  short  time;  about  forty 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  and  quite  a  number  of  cases  of  Mumps. 

I  have  made  the  customary  inspection  of  all  the  school  premises. 
By  request  of  the  School  Board  I  assisted  in  the  location  of  a 
new  dug  well  in  the  Pond  Hill  district,  and  while  the  location  is 
not  ideal  it  was  the  best  that  could  be  made  under  the  circumstances. 
There  have  been  no  reports  of  nuisances,  but  there  has  been  a 
larger  number  of  inquiries  from  the  people  of  the  town  in  reference 
to  sanitary  and  health  problems  than  ever  before. 

I  am  always  glad  to  give  such  information  and  help  as  I  am 
able,   and   welcome  inquiries   at   all   times. 

Monthly  reports  have  been  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and   the   usual   routine   work   has   received   proper   attention. 

In  March  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Health  Officials  of  the 
State  at  New  Haven.  The  meeting  was  very  interesting  and  much 
valuable  information  was  obtained.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Coventry: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  1913-1914. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  report  to  review  briefly  the  work  of  the 
school  during  the  year  and  to  discuss  matters  that  are  of  especial 
interest  to  the  public  in  connection  with  the  conduct  and  educational 
progress  of  our  school  system. 

In  the  appendix  will  be  found  the  tables,  schedules  of  work,  etc., 
which  will  be  worth  a  careful  reading  by  each  parent  so  that  they 
may  become  familiar  with  the  studies,  amount  of  time,  etc.,  that 
each  teacher  is   giving  to   school  work. 

The   year's   work   reveals   systematic   and   definite   progress. 

We  took  for  our  motto  "School  Efficiency"  and  applied  it  to 
teaching  as  well  as  to  other  lines  of  effort  and  tried  to  keep  these 
things  in  mind:  Life,  Growth,  and  Activity.  In  my  opinion  if  a 
teacher's  subject  has  become  so  familiar  that  she  does  not  need  to 
give  it  fresh  preparation  she  will  never  arouse  any  enthusiasm  on  the 
part  of  her  pupils  and  they  will  become  indifferent,  often  asking 
the  question,  "What  is  the  use?"  The  teacher  to  gain  efficiency 
must  be  full  of  enthusiasm  in  order  for  the  pupils  to  be  active, 
vigorously  thinking  and  working. 
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It  would  be  well  if  the  school  houses  could  be  used  more  as 
social  centers  for  community  work,  for  recreation  and  sociability, 
and  for  the  advancement  of  educational  interest. 

The  records  of  attendance  and  percentage  show  that  tardiness 
is  steadily  decreasing  and  absences  for  trivial  causes  becoming  less 
frequent.  The  careful  attention  given  to  the  matter  of  attendance 
by  the  teachers,  the  interest  of  the  children  themselves,  and  the 
co-operation  of  the  parents  have  made  this  good  result.  If  this  in- 
terest will  continue  it  means  better  schools  and  better  scholarship. 

A  number  of  books  have  been  added  to  our  libraries  and  these 
books  have  been  appreciated  by  both  the  pupils  and  teachers.  Good 
books  if  only  a  few  each  year  should  be  put  before  the  children. 
The  subject  matter  can  be  correlated  with  the  regular  school  work, 
as  well  as  producing  an  interest  in  people,  countries,  their  occupa- 
tions, history,  and  the  commercial  and  industrial  activities  of  modern 
times. 

After  careful  consideration  the  following  text  books  were  selected 
and  are  being  used  in  our  schools  with  growing  satisfaction:  Milne 
Progressive  Arithmetic,  Natural  Geographies,  Davidson's  Physiologies, 
Hick's  Speller,  Barnes'  History,  Mother  Tongue  Language,  Baldwin 
and   Bender  Readers    (for  basal  work). 

During  the  year  a  careful  examination  of  the  sight  and  hearing 
of  pupils  has  been  made,  the  results  tabulated  on  blanks  provided 
by  the  state.  Wherever  defective  vision  or  hearing  was  found  it 
was  reported  to   the   parents. 

The  year  has  been  a  success  in  that  we  have  been  getting  better 
results  in  our  school  work.  This  has  been  determined  by  daily  school 
work,  the  marks  for  the  terms,  and  the  average  for  each  school,  as 
well  as  the  average  for  the  year  of  all  the  school  work.  The  average 
for  the  town  in  the  examination  given  in  Arithmetic  by  the  state 
was  89  per  cent.  The  examination  given  by  the  teachers  in  June 
in  all  the  subjects  showed  an  average  of  87  per  cent. 

To  make  any  educational  or  business  system  a  success  necessarily 
means  work.  The  teachers  in  nearly  every  instance  were  willing 
to  do  the  work  asked  of  them,  also  extra  work  that  was  not  actually 
required  in  order  that  the  schools  of  Coventry  advance  in  efficiency 
with  any  otner  schools  in  the  state. 

The  schools  are  now  well  supplied  with  charts  and  seat  work 
and  that  these  things  have  tended  toward  efficiency  is  shown  by 
the  work  in  the  schools  where  these  methods  have  been  given 
conscientious  consideration  and  thought. 

We  have  done  but  little  work  with  agriculture  although  one 
lesson  each  week  has  been  given  in  this  subject  for  the  purpose 
of  interesting  and  making  practical  to  the  child  the  every  day  things 
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of  life.  In  some  of  the  districts  the  people  are  interested  and  would 
like  this  subject  given  more  attention  and  perhaps  have  definite 
work  under  a  supervisor  of  agriculture,  as  in  a  few  of  the  nearby 
towns.  No  doubt  that  if  enough  interest  is  shown  by  the  community 
this  can  be  arranged  for. 

We  are  sorry  it  is  necessary  to  replace  some  of  our  good  teachers 
this  year  but  trust  the  incoming  teachers  will  have  the  hearty  sup- 
port of  the  parents,  as  has  been  accorded  other  teachers  in  the  past. 

Monthly  teachers'  meetings  have  been  held,  the  aim  of  which 
is  to  keep  the  teachers  in  touch  with  one  another's  work  and  to 
unify  and  systematize  the  work  of  all  grades.  For  untrained  and 
inexperienced  teachers  the  "demonstration  method"  which  is  part 
of  our  teachers'   meeting  is   probably  the  most  effective. 

Personally  they  are  helpful  to  me  in  presenting  the  subjects 
and  the  interest  which  has  been  taken  speaks  well  of  the  progressive 
spirit  of  the  teachers. 

Just  a  few  words  before  closing  my  report  regarding  the  de- 
velopment of  the  country  schools  and  a  very  brief  survey  of  the 
cultural  and  vocational  opportunities  that  are  open  to  your  town. 

The  campaign  for  better  rural  schools  is  one  of  fundamental  im- 
portance. It  has  been  wisely  said  that  the  progress  of  the  agricul- 
tural business  is  at  present  more  dependent  upon  the  organization 
of  an   efficient  rural   school   system   than  upon   any   other   fact. 

The  country  school  system  should  be  and  will  be  such  that  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  remove  from  the  farm  home  in  order  to 
give  the  children  a  thorough  common  school  education.  Money  spent 
for  things  to  better  your  schools  is  not  an  expense  but  a  safe  and 
sure  investment.  Among  the  equipment  necessary  to  gain  the  best 
results  are: 

1.  Good  school  houses. 

2.  Sanitary  appointments,  heating,  ventilating,  toilet,  etc.,  to  a 
great  extent  this  makes  for  good  health  and  efficiency. 

3.  The  teachers  employed  must  be  able  to  decorate  their  rooms, 
to  sing  if  only  by  note  so  that  the  children  gain  daily  lessons  in 
right    living. 

4.  Beautiful  playgrounds. 

The  parents  should  keep  in  mind  that  they  are  judged  and  not 
the  children  by  the  appearance  of  the  school  buildings  and  grounds 
as  well  as  being  partly  responsible  for  the  efficiency  of  the  children's 
work.  The  children  must  be  placed  under  auspicious  conditions  to 
do  their  best  work. 

Regarding  the  vocational  training  for  rural  school  children:  I 
have  mentioned  briefly  in  another  part  of  my  report  what  could  be 
done   by  introducing  agriculture.     In   connection   with   this   study   are 
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the  corn  and  tomato  and  other  clubs  which  are  not  only  educational 
but  profitable. 

If  it  does  not  seem  advisable  at  present  to  engage  a  supervisor 
of  drawing  and  domestic  science,  let  the  teachers  have  charge  of  the 
drawing  as  they  have  this  past  year;  some  good  resits  have  been 
obtained  by  this   method. 

Different  rural  districts  could  take  up  the  domestic  science  work, 
that  of  cooking  and  sewing.  One  club,  last  year  with  very  good 
results,  gave  a  series  of  lectures  and  practical  work  of  twelve  or 
more  lessons.  The  children  were  delighted  with  the  work  and  what 
they  learned  will  not  only  be  of  use  to  their  families  now  but  to 
them  through  the  rest  of  their  lives.  In  each  district  are  good  cooks 
and  seamstresses;  let  them  consider  the  advisability  of  offering  their 
services  for  a  few  hours  to  the  children.  If  each  one  did  a  little 
it  would  mean  results  inestimable. 

The  question  of  opening  and  maintaining  a  high  school  has  been 
raised. 

There  was  during  the  past  year  twenty  pupils  attending  high 
school  out  of  town  and  the  tuition  and  carfare  amounted  to  $1,300. 
If  the  sum  of  $1,500  could  be  raised  for  high  school  expenses  the 
unoccupied  room  in  the  center  building  could  be  used  for  the  3  and 
4  grades  and  the  room  now  used  for  those  grades  be  made  the 
main  room  for  a  high  school.  The  spacious  attic  could  be  easily 
fitted  up  for  a  physics  and  chemical  laboratory,  in  fact  it  could  be 
partitioned  off  for  recitation  rooms. 

Children  attending  a  high  school  outside  lose  more  or  less 
interest  in  their  home  town.  A  high  school  is  a  good  investment 
for  any  town,  it  is  a  source  of  pride  and  its  relation  to  civic  welfare 
is   of   great   importance. 

The  course  should  be  so  arranged  as  to  adapt  itself  to  local 
conditions. 

The  principal  of  the  high  school  should  have  charge  of  the 
building.  $1,500  is  only  $200  more  than  you  are  now  paying  and 
with  the  amount  that  comes  from  the  state  for  high  school  would 
be  but  little  if  any  more  expense  and  it  would  be  sufficient  to 
engage  a  man  principal  and  one  assistant.  Undoubtedly  more  of 
the  young  people  would  attend  high  school  if  it  were  located  at 
home.  Although  the  number  of  pupils  would  be  small  to  start,  such 
a  school  would  exert  a  strong  educational  and  uplifting  influence. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  say  of  the  teachers  that  anybody  visiting 
the  schools  cannot  fail  to  be  impressed  with  the  earnestness  of 
endeavor  and  the  determination  to  do  the  best  with  the  problems 
before  them.  They  should  receive  the  support  of  all  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  the  town. 
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My  work  for  the  schools  of  Coventry  has  been  a  pleasure,  and  I 
thank  the  committee  for  their  many  acts  of  kindness,  for  their  friendly 
advice  and  interest;  to  the  teachers  for  their  loyalty  and  earnest 
endeavors.

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Health  Officer's  Report 


To    the    Selectmen    of    Coventry  : 

Sirs  :  In  conformity  with  the  law  I  hereby  present  my  report  for 
the   year   ended    September    1st,    1915. 

We  had  rather  more  than  the  usual  Variety  of  contagious  dis- 
eases during  the  year,  and  they  were  as  follows :  Diphtheria,  10  cases ; 
Whooping  Cough,  probably  about  20  cases ;  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis, 
2  cases ;  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  1  case ;  Scarlet  Fever,  2  cases ;  and 
in  addition  to  these  there  were  several  cases  each  of  Measles  and 
Mumps    many   of    which    were   unreported. 

The  water  supply,  and  the  milk  supply  are  as  good  as  usual. 
During  the  past  season  the  South  Coventry  Water  Supply  Company 
has  put  in  a  four-inch  branch  pipe  on  Wall  street  which  will  take 
care  of  the  needs   of   the  people  in  that  section   of   South   Coventry. 

The  increasing  number  of  cottages  and  summer  people  at  the 
lake  which  is  the  source  of  our  water  supply  fills  me  with  appre- 
hension lest  the  day  is  not  far  off  when  the  users  of  the  water  for 
drinking  and  domestic  purposes  will  suffer  from  some  severe  epidemic 
such  as  visited  Torrington  a  few  years  ago  and  caused  so  much  illness 
and    so   many   deaths. 

I  would  suggest  that  all  cottagers  and  people  interested  financially, 
and  such  others  as  are  interested  in  maintaining  the  purity  of  the 
lake  water  form  an  organization  whose  object  shall  be  to  prevent  the 
contamination  of  the  water  in  every  possible  way.  I  will  gladly  lend 
my   assistance   to    further    such   a   plan. 

I  have  made  the  customary  inspections  of  school  buildings  and 
wells    and    have    found   them    as    a    rule    in    fairly   good    condition. 

With  running  water  available  and  so  many  houses  already  con- 
nected in  the  village  of  South  Coventry  it  is  a  question  if  it  isn't 
about  time  to  discuss  the  feasibility  of  a  sewer  system.  I  am  sure  there 
is  no  question  of  the  desirability  of  such  a  system  and  I  do  not  think 
the   cost   would  be   prohibitive.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  School  Board  held  October  10th,  1914, 
Chas.  R.   Hall  was  elected  chairman,  and  G.  H.  Robertson,  secretary. 

Linda  E.  Stanley  and  Chas.  R.  Hall  were  elected  repair  and  supply 
committee. 

John  E.  Kingsbury  and  Linda  E.  Stanley  were  elected  library  com- 
mittee. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  School  Board  held  March  20,  1915,  it 
was  voted  to  establish  a  model  school  in  District  Xo.  5.  The  state  to 
pay   all    expenses    over   ordinary    running   expenses. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  School  Board  held  September  4,  1915,  it  was 
voted  that  Margaret  Wellwood  be  recommended  to  State  Board  of 
Education  for  attendance  at  Willimantic  State  Normal  School,  as  pro- 
vided in   Chapter  198,   General   Statutes. 

Principal  Burr  of  Willimantic  State  Normal  School  reported  to  secre- 
tary of  Coventry  School  Board  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  establish 
a  model  school  in  District  X.o.  5,  as  he  was  unable  to  secure  a  suitable 
teacher. 

The  chairman  of  the  Town  School  Board  drew  orders  on  the  Town

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Coventry : 

Gentlemen  :  The  annual  report  of  the  supervisor  of  schools  is  here- 
by respectfully  submitted. 

The  opening  of  the  term  found  six  new  teachers  in  the  field.  At 
the  end  of  the  fall  term  two  vacancies  occurred  through  resignations 
and  Mrs.  Bixby  and  Miss  Healy  were  appointed  to  complete  the  year. 
A  class  of  nine  received  diplomas  at  the  closing  exercises  held  June  14. 
1915. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  principal  of  the  Willimantic  Normal 
School,  Mrs.  Valentine  visited  the  schools  in  Districts  1,  3  and  5  regularly 
to  teach  sewing.  The  interest  of  the  children  in  the  work  and  the  ex- 
cellent results  which  were  on  exhibition  during  the  closing  days  of  school 
show  what  success  attended  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Valentine.  It  is  very 
much  desired  that  this  work  might  be  continued  during  the  coming 
year.  This  year  the  children  learned  various  stitches  and  made  many 
useful  articles.  The  boys  in  the  Center  school  always  were  in  close 
competition  with  the  girls  for  excellent  results. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  teaching  music  and  drawing  in  the  Cen- 
ter schools.  Miss  Calkins  taking  the  music  and  Miss  Blackmar  the  drawing. 
The  singing  of  the  children  at  both  the  speaking  contest  and  the  graduat- 
ing   exercises    brought    forth    enthusiastic    praise.     All    this    is    a    strong 
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argument  for  regular  work  along  these  lines  by  special  teachers.  The 
plan  of  having  school  savings  bank  accounts  for  the  children  of  the  differ- 
ent schools  worked  out  satisfactorily.  About  $125  was  deposited  in  the 
Bank  at  Tolland.  Next  year  this  nest-egg  ought  to  serve  as  a  stimulus 
for  further  effort  in  saving.  Saving  the  pennies  is  the  most  valuable  les- 
son which  a  child  can  learn  and  the  Bank  of  Tolland  should  be  highly 
commended  for  instituting  this  movement  in  Coventry. 

At  the  direction  of  the  school  committee  letters  of  inquiry  con- 
cerning consolidaion  of  schools  were  sent  to  the  parents  in  certain  dis- 
tricts. Replies  to  the  inquiry  from  North  Coventry  were  almost  unani- 
mous in  favor  of  consolidation.  To  the  proposition  of  closing  the 
school  in  the  3rd  district,  there  was  united  opposition.  The  object  of 
the  letter  was  to  learn  the  opinion  of  the  people  in  this  matter.  As  a 
result  there  is  now  a  movement  on  foot  to  close:  the  live  schools  in 
North  Coventry  and  bring  the  children  to  a  school  in  the  Center.  This 
plan  will  require  the  erection  of  a  building  through  an  appropriation  made 
at  the  annual  town  meeting.  We  urge  that  this  matter  receive  the 
necessary   support   of   the  town. 

Consolidation  will  give  better  teachers.  These  teachers  will  be  much 
more  likely  to  remain  for  a  term  of  years  instead  of  months,  as  is 
the  case  at  present.  Better  work  will  be  done  because  each  teacher 
will  have  fewer  grades.  The  difficulties  of  getting  boarding  places  and 
of  attending  teachers'  meetings  will  be  greatly  reduced  and  the  oppor- 
tunities for  pleasant  social  life  will  be  broadened.  The  special  subjects 
of  music,  drawing  and  sewing  could  be  much  more  efficiently  presented. 
Agriculture  and  home  projects  would  be  more  interesting  because  of  the 
larger  number  of  pupils  in  each  grade.  The  wrork  of  supervision  would 
be  greatly  facilitated  since  the  time  now  spent  in  traveling  from  school 
to  school  would  be  reduced  from  six  to  eight  hours  and  this  time  could 
be  spent  in  the  schools  advantageously.  Books  and  supplies  could  be 
more  economically  distributed.  Consolidation  is  a  general  movement  in 
progressive  towns  and  it  should  receive  the  united  support  of  the  people 
in   Coventry. 

The  general  objection  to  closing  the  school  in  the  3rd  district  was 
that  of  consequent  depreciation  in  real  estate  values.  Experience  has 
rather  proved  the  contrary  to  be  true,  that  improved  school  opportunities 
result  in  the  rise  of  property  value.  If  the  schools  in  the  3rd  and  4th 
districts  were  closed  considerable  money  would  be  saved  and  the  ad- 
vantages   stated    above    would    maintain. 

Through  an  arrangement  with  the  Normal  School  of  Willimantic 
an  attempt  was  made  to  establish  a  rural  model  school  in  the  5th  dis- 
trict. The  Normal  school  was  to  pay  all  expenses  above  the  usual  cost 
of  the  school  to  the  town.  Various  teachers  were  interviewed  and  the 
position   as   teacher   was   offered   to   several.     No   one   could   be   induced, 
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even    by    an    excellent    salary,    to    accept    the    position.     Consequently    the 
plan  had  to  be  abandoned.

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Health  Officer's  Report, 


To  the   Selectmen  of  Coventry: 

Sirs:     In  conformity   with   the  law   I  hereby   present  my  report  for 
the  year  ended  September  1st,  1916. 

During  the  year  we  had  one  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis; 
one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  (doubtful);  two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever, 
one  of  which  was  imported  and  was  removed  to  Willimantic  as  soon 
as  diagnosed;  twenty-two  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  reported,  and  prob- 
ably as  many  more  which  were  unreported;  thirty-two  cases  of  Measles 
reported,  and  probably  one-half  as  many  more  unreported  as  the 
type   was   very   mild. 

Two  complaints  of  nuisances  in  reference  to  garbage  disposal  were 
received.  Ari  investigation  was  made  Jbut  no  orders  were  given  as 
the  town  has  no  public  Dump,  and  it  would  do  but  little  good  to 
remove  such  elements  from  one  place  to  another  where  it  might  be 
equally  objectional  to  the  property  owners,  or  others  in  that  imme- 
diate  vicinity. 

I  would  suggest  that  they  procure  by  purchase  or  otherwise  a 
site,  for  a  Public  Dumping  Place,  the  same  to  be  as  free  as  possible 
from  all  reasonable  objections. 

The  customary  annual  inspection  of  school  houses,  grounds  and 
wells  have  been  made  and  for  the  most  part  have  been  found  in  a 
satisfactory  condition.  If  some  action  could  be  taken  to  grade  an<3 
smooth  and  beautify  our  school-grounds,  and  keep  them  free  from 
small  stone,  papers  and  litter  of  various  kinds,  to  say  nothing  about 
wood-piles  and  ash-heaps  it  would  improve  the  general  appearance 
of  the  town,   and  teach  a  valuable  lesson  to  both  pupils   and  others. 

Chapter  306  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1915  "An  Act  concerning 
the  Pollution  of  Water  Supplies"  practically  removes  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  local  Health  Officer  over  the  source  of  our  Water  Supply 
Company  and  places  it  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
which  is  a  very  desirable  change. 

Attention  is  hereby  especially  called  to  the  following  named  Pub- 
lic Acts  of  1915  "Chapter  192,  and  Chapter  246"  in  order  that  those 
interested    may   become    acquainted    with    proper    methods    of   bringing 
about  what  might  be  desirable  changes  in  our  present  conditions.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  School  Board  held  October  9th,  1915, 
Charles  R.  Hall  was  elected  chairman;  G-.  H.  Robertson,  secretary. 

The  resignation  of  Julia  M.  White  as  a  member  of  the  School 
Board  was  read  and  accepted. 

John  E.  Kingsbury  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  School 
Board  until  next  annual   election. 

0.  R.  Hall  and  Linda  E.  Stanley  were  elected  repair  and  supply 
committee  for  the   ensuing  year. 

C.  R.  Hall  and  G.  H.  Robertson  were  authorized  to  secure  plans 
for  proposed   school   building  in   North   Parish. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Board  held  December  30th,  the  salary 
of  the  janitor  in  District  No.  1  was  increased  to  $25  per  term. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Board  held  June  3rd,  1916,  it  was 
voted  to  consolidate  District  No.  3  with  District  No.  1. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  School  Board  held  August  29th,  1916,  it  was 
voted  that  the  opening  of  Coventry  Schools  be  postponed  until  Sep- 
tember 18th,  and  that  permission  for  any  child  to  attend  schools  out- 
side of  the  Town  of  Coventry  be  withheld  until  the  opening  of 
Coventry  Schools,  unless  child  shall  remain  outside  of  the  town,  also 
that  all  children  shall  have  been  in  their  district  two  weeks  before 
they  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  school.

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The  name  of  Marion  Parker  was  ommitted  from  the  list  of 
names  of  last  year's  graduates.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  list  that 
all  part  of  the  town  is  represented.  This  means  that  the  children 
of  the  outlying  districts  are  planning  to  stay  in  school  until  the 
course  is  completed.  Several  of  the  pupils  are  planning  to  attend 
high  school  this  year  and  the  very  fact  that  boys  can  go  from  the 
one-room  school  to  high  school  and  do  good  work  there  proves  that 
good  work  is  being  done  in  the  country  school.  This  was  a  good 
school  year  for  Coventry,  for  all  teachers  did  very  satisfactory  work 
and  have  been  retained  for  the  coming  year. 

The  school  fairs  which  were  held  last  fall  excited  a  great  deal 
of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  patrons  and  aroused  an  interest  in 
agriculture  on  the  part  of  the  children.  Speaking  contests  were  held 
in  North  Coventry  and  in  connection  with  the  graduation  exercises 
in  South  Coventry..  The  money  for  the  prizes  of  winners  of  the 
first  was  subscribed  by  several  interested  persons  of  the  town,  while 
the  supervisor  furnished  the  prizes  for  them  later.  The  winners  in 
the  first  instance  were  Florence  Hall  and  Esther  Shear  and  Alton 
Taylor  and  Willie  Seaman.  In  South  Coventry  the  victors  were 
Minnie  Cour,  Ralph  Von  Deck  and  Huldah  Ohmen.  The  athletic 
contest  was  abandoned  for  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  boys. 
A  school  picnic  attended  by  parents  and  children,  on  the  last  day 
of  the  term  made  the  closing  of  the  year  a  very  pleasant  occasion.

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This  table  has  been  compiled  from  the  report  of  the  town  treas- 
urer for  each  of  the  years.  In  1900,  the  town  paid  about  three- 
fourths  of  the  cost  of  the  schools.  In  1915,  about  one-half  of  the 
cost  was  born  by  the  town.  The  average  attendance  grant  from  the 
state  has  made  the  difference  in  favor  of  the  town.  Again,  the  differ- 
ence in  the  total  cost  of  the  schools  in  Coventry  between  1900  and 
1915  is  $3,574.29,  while  the  difference  in  the  actual  cost  to  the  town 
is  only  $778.71.  Thus  it  can  be  seen  at  a  glance  that  the  state  has 
born  by  far  the  larger  share  of  whatever  increase  there  has  been  in 
school  expenses.  The  table  includes  the  cost  for  all  who  attend 
high  school.  Certainly  no  satisfactory  high  school  could  be  main- 
tained by  the  town  for  the  amount  which  is  now  paid  for  high  school 
tuition  and  transportation.  Including  both  the  children  in  the  ele- 
mentary school  and  those  in  high  schools,  the  cost  per  pupil  in 
average  attendance  is  $31.91  per  year,  or  about  18  cents  per  day. 
This  does  not  seem  to  be  an  excessive  sum  when  it  is  understood 
that  the  town  pays  only  a  little  over  9  cents  of  the  amount. 

The  school  statistics  show  that  there  were  more  than  two  thou- 
sand days  of  school  missed  above  that  of  last  year.  This  is  partly 
due  to  several  epidemics  which  prevailed  during  the  year.  Colds, 
grip,  measles  and'  whooping  cough  caused  most  of  the  absence,  2,418 
days  being  lost  on  account  of  sickness.  It  has  been  found  that  there 
was  grip  in  fifteen  homes,  whooping  cough  in  four  homes,  measles 
in  five  homes  and  sickness  in  thirty-three  homes,  and  in  no  case  was 
a  doctor  called  or  consulted.  This  neglect  in  the  care  of  the  health 
of  the  children  can  have  but  one  effect.  Even  now  the  results  are 
to  be  seen  in  the  poor  physical  condition  of  some  of  the  children 
attending  school  from  homes  where  health  is  neglected.  Several 
particular  instances  could  be  cited.  If  the  parents  cannot  afford  to 
pay  for  medical  attention  then  some  provision  should  be  made  to 
protect  the  health  of  the  children.  Tardiness  has  also  increased, 
though  the  "condition  of  the  roads  may  account  for  some  of  this. 
However,  in  most  instances  the  fault  is  in  the  home  where  the  idea 
prevails  that  reaching  school  late  is  a  matter  of  no  importance.  The 
law  covers  this  point  by  considering  tardiness  as  irregular  attend- 
ance and  providing  a  fine.  Aside  from  that  phase  promptness  is  a 
most  important  factor  of  success  and  children  should  learn  this  early 
so  that  it  may  become  a  habit.  The  report  also  shows  an  increas- 
ing tendency  to  drop  out  of  school  and  go  to  work  as  soon  as  the 
law  permits  it.  If  the  home  conditions  justify  it  children  would  be 
very  much  better  prepared,  for  vocational  work  by  completing  the 
work  of  the  common  school.  The  town  of  Coventry  should  have  a 
graduating  class  of  twenty-five  each  year.  The  larger  number  of 
non-promotions  is  due  to  poor  attendance  at  school.

Modern  standards  for  schools  require  that  there  should  be  win- 
dow space  or  surface  equal  to  from  one-fifth  to  one-fourth  of  the 
floor  area.  There  should  be  240  cubic  feet  of  air  to  each  child  in 
the  room.  There  should  be  single  adjustable  seats  and  desks  for  all 
children.  The  room  should  be  heated  by  a  jacketed  stove  placed  in 
a  corner  of  the  room  and  there  should  be  some  means  of  ventila- 
tion which  would  prevent  drafts.  Each  room  should  be  equipped 
with  slate  boards,  a  good  teacher's  desk  and  chair,  two  chairs  for 
visitors,  sufficient  book-,cases,  a  thermometer,  a  sanitary  drinking  foun- 
tain, basins,  soap  and  towels.  Comparing  the  schools  with  the  above 
It  is  seen  that  many  of  the  rooms  are  over-crowded  and  rather  poorly 
lighted.  Not  all  school  furniture  is  satisfactory,  while  the  equip- 
ment is  not  full.  It  is  not  expected  that  the  schools  be  brought  to 
these  standards  this  year  but  it  would  be  well  to  plan  to  reach  them 
as  soon  as  possible.  To  a  certain  extent  the  children  in  the  Center 
school  face  light.  This  is  dangerous  to  the  eyesight  and  should  be 
corrected. 

The  closing  of  the  school  in  the  third  district  was  a  move  in 
the  right  direction.  It  was  not  good  school  administration  to  main- 
tain a  school  so  near  to  the  1st  district  when  means  of  conveyance 
was  so  convenient.  The  consolidation  of  the  schools  in  North  Cov- 
entry is  a  very  feasible  project,  which  should  be  favorably  acted  upon 
in  the  town  meeting.  Information  concerning  the  working  of  the 
plan  of  consolidation  in  other  towns  will  then  be  available.  Refer- 
ence might  also  be  made  to  arguments  advanced  in  the  supervisor's 
report  of  last  year. 

Grateful  acknowledgement  of  the  hearty  and  friendly  co-opera- 
tion of  the  members  of  the  town  school  committee  with  the  super- 
visor during  the  two  years  is  gladly  given.  It  has  been  a  pleasure 
to  work  with  such  a  body.  Due  recognition  of  the  faithful,  con- 
scientious and  efficient  work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  must  also 
be  taken.  As  a  whole  Coventry  shall  be  a  very  pleasant  memory 
to   the   supervisor.
